The addition of the new limitation to claim 1 : "An immunogenic composition" along with 
the deletion of the recitation "protective", and the addition of the new limitation to claim 23: 
"binds to" antibodies that protect against infection by Streptococcus pneumoniae with the 
deletion of the recitation "elicits production", raise new issues imder 35 U.S.C 1 12, first 
paragraph, with regard to the enablement of a polypeptide that is 95% identical to SEQ ID NO: 6 
and yet being capable of producing antibodies with specificity to Streptococcus pneumoniae^ or 
yet being capable of binding antibodies protective against Streptococcus pneumoniae. 
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
